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RECOMMENDATION NO. 31 


To strengthen its role in management of the intelligence community, 
the United States Intelligence Board should establish a management group 
which would analyze and propose solutions to non- substantive community 
problems of an administrative or management type. This group would be 
composed of one senior representative of each member of the United States 




Intelligence Board. 


RECOMMENDATION HO. 32 

The United States Intelligence Board, through the recommended manage- 
ment group, should review the future plans and programs of each member of 
the intelligence community for consistency and proper allocation of effort 
at the beginning of each annual budget cycle. ' Its views should serve as a 
basis for guidance and. coordination to the intelligence community and for 
reporting to the National Security Council annually. 
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
